Hi* had a gooti 
one ill EtLelliert. a great slayer, very iinluck.v to 
have lost the .\nnual C'hampion Stakes. He won the 
Brighton Cup in r«-eor(l time, which is still tlie best 
performance at the distance. Friends of Mr. Bel- 
mont sa.v tliat. if Fitz Herbert could have been 
landed iu France to fulfill his engagement lii tlie 
Grand Prix last month, ho would liave paid $4«Mmki 
for the eolt, whieli, as a .vearllug. he let pass out of 
his hands for a small sum of money.

ANTI-BETTING AGITATION IN ENGLAND. 

Notwithstanding the extraordinary poimlarity of 
racing in England with all classes, from Kiug Ed- 
ward dow'ii, n*forim*rs are not lacking who would 
abolish the s|iort for the sake of eliminating betting 
oil Hu* rac<*s. 'I’hey are active and p«*rsistent in their 
efforts to secure legislation b.v Parliament that would 
bring aliout the desired results, but so far their ef- 
forts have proilueed no substantial success. Not in- 
frequently tlicy have met discouraging opposition 
wlien* tliey «*xpecti*d the contrary, as in the cast* of 
a recent mt*eting in Birmingham, of which Loudon 
S|Kirt small says: 

“Signs are not wanting that the anti-gamblors are 
waxing faint. I note that more than one Balaam 
was present at the annual meeting of the Auti- 
Gamtiling Lt*ugue. which was held in Birmingham 
the othi*r day. The lord ma.vor (G. H. Kenrick) 
jiresided, and this, prima facie, would add to the im- 
portance of tht* proceedings: but, unfortunately, from 
Hie anti-gamblers’ point of view, this lord mayor 
ehillt*d his audience — which did not exceed forty, 
chierty clcrg.vmcn and ladies — with words of common 
sense. He said it was perfectly true that the 
gauihling spirit was implanted in human nature In 
ever.v part of the glolie. When one inquired Into it 
one found the desire for gambling among quite sav- 
age uations. It pervaded both civilized and uncivil- 
ized people. Remembering this, he thought they 
ought to exercise great care in any steps taken to 
lessen the evil. Wlillo trying their utmost to lessen 
the* evil, they must bear in mind the nature of the 
people, and not rush into methods which might pro- 
voke r(*taliatiou from the other side. • • * He 

lu*ld that a great deal of gambling arose from the 
fact tliat it was not considered objectionable by a 
great numlier of m*ople. and was encouraged in cer- 
tain quarters. Therefore, the society should consider 
yer.v carefully the particular methods they would 
initiate as likel.v to effect a change of habits. 
.Something might, no doubt, be done by legislation, 
hut. for his own part, he had a profound distrust 
of legislation. He thought tliey might set on foot 
some movement which would make gambling less 
fashionable. Here was discouragement indeed for 
tlu* antl-gambl<*rs. who W(*re deterred, in effect, from 
eoiitiniiing to gain cheap and easy notoriet.v by at- 
tempted legislation, and rcc-ommonded to undertake 
the impossible task of becoming leaders of fashion! 
The Bishop of Birmingham went one better than 
the lord mayor, for. whereas the latter had stated 
tliat he iHTsonally did not feel ‘the slightest desire 
to hazard even a tive-franc piece’ at Monte Carlo, 
the Bishop boldl.y admitted that he could not sa.v 
that for himself. From early .vouth he had alwa.v’s 
lieen alive to the fascination of gambling for the ex- 
citement’s sake. There was a vast monoton.v in the 
lives of a great mau.v people in our great towns in 
one wa.v. and iu the country places in another wa.v: 
and there was an extraordinary fascination In the 
excitement of committing oneself to chance — some- 
thing uu<‘xplainod and unknown, which kept one 
from the mere monoton.v of life. It was said b.v one 
gentl«*man that drink was the best wa.v out of Man- 
chester. Gambling was one of the shortest ways to 
relieve the mouoton.v of a life that was dull and de- 
pressed.” 

VANCOUVER’S NEW RACE TRAOK. 

Vancouver. B. C.. July 14. — ^The new race track 
on Lulu Island, which the British Columbia Thor- 
ougiihred Assoi-iatioii will o|)cn on August 21. is 
located on a level strct<*h of ground, from where, 
rising in the background beyond the sweep of prairie 
Hat arc tlie magiilticcut mountains on the nortli 
sliorc of Burrard Inlet. The enclosure comprises 166 
acres and the track Itself will be a mile in cir- 
cumference. The soil is clay bottom, giving the 
very best subsoil for a foundation, being springy, yet 
solhl. w’hilc tlie top soil is just what is required for 
the jiiirpose. There is not a stick or a stone any- 
where on the laud and everything is in perfect con- 
dition. 

'l'i*«* |iro)K>sition was originated several months ago 
by Springer Bros., and sliii*e then several prominent 
hH*.*il sportsmen have lM*en interested. The property 
was seemed on a fifty-year lease, on terms even 
lietter than a iiurchase outright. 

The greater ixirtion of tlie heaviest work on the 
track has already lw*cii i*ompletcd. The track is 
seventy-five feet in width, with a raise of one foot to 
the side, hut at tJie curves the height is five and a 
half feet at tlie apex. 

Cariienters are Imsy constructing stable room for 
.506 liorses and next month 100 more will be nut on. 
The ap|M>iiitmeiits in connection with the stables will 
he in keeping with the excelh*iice of the pro(H)sition, 
w'liich will be on a high-class scale throughout. 
Tln-rc will Ik* electric Ilglit in every stall, with 
water also and no charge wiiatever will lie made. 
The water system is now lieiiig installeil. It will Ik* 
brought from an arm of tlie Fraser river, aliout half 
a mile from the course. iK'iiig forced tlirough a four- 
iiM*li pipe liy a large piiinpiiig plant. A tank of 
60.6(MI gallons capacity will give sufficient pressure. 
Tic alniiidant siijiply of g*HMl water is an important 
feature in eonnectioii with a race track, but as in 
ever.vtliliig else 111 this instance, one would think 
Hie hK*atiou liad Im*i*u made to order — nothing is 
lacking. 

Tlio grandstand, wiiich will seat 3. .500 people, faces 
the iiortli and. witli the sun overhead, will command 
a full view of the entire track.
